The Imrd Chamberiain presents his compli-
ments {0 1he manater of the — ——, He hus
learned with regret, from ob:ervations in the
press and from othersources, that there is much
renson to complaim of the jmpropriety of cos-
tume of the hwbies in the pantomimes, burs
iesquee, ele,, wolch are now belog performed in
some ol the metropohtan theatres, He has
noticed for some time past that this evil has
been gradually on the inerease; but he hae been
most nuwiliing to ioterfere in u matter which
he considors oueght more properly to he leit to
the discretion and good taste of the managers
themeclves,

Now, however, that the question has been
taken up by the prese, and public opinion is
being expressed gpon it, e feqls himself com-
pelled to ealt the serious attention of the man-
agers to the subject; for he cannot bat remark
tbe dizeredit that now jnstly talls on the stnze,
and the objections which are vow being rajsed
agalnst it by many whd have hitberto fre-
quented the theattes, but who now profess
themeelves unwilling to permit the ladies of
their fumilies to sanction by their presence such
fiuestionuble exhibitiouns.
